Many of them be- 
lievsd that it was merely a fire 
drill. 
The home is a three-story build- 
ing with an attic and three dorm- 
itories are located on the third 
floor. 
The fire was discovered 


when one of the sisters, entering 
a dormitory, noticed smoke com- 
ing through the ceiling from the 
attic. She notified the mother 
superior who detailed twelve of 
the sisters to man the chemical 
apparatus and hose from a bath- 
room faucet, while the remainder 
looked after the removal of the 
children.

When 
the advance of the Union armies from 
Chattanooga, to Atlanta'was 'begun 
General Sherman used the car until 
it was abandoned at Kenesaw Moun 
ta'in'.

Confederate army started north on 
his advance into Tennessee, he dump- 
ed the car into the Et'owah river 
where it remained until August, 1868 
It was then fished out-and put into 
the service of the Nashville, Cha.Ua- 
nooga and St. Louis railway. Subse- 
quently It saw service as an exn ess 
car, a baggage car and a construction 
car, finally ending Its career as !

Landis Quits Bench 


For National Game 


'Not Enough Hours in Day" Declares Jurist, S* 


He'll Give Them All to Baseball. 


Chicago, Feb. 18.—Federal Judge K. M. Landis today an- 


nounced that he had resigned from the bench and -would de- 
vote his entire time to his position of baseball commissioner. 


The resignation is effective March 1. 
Announcement of it was made formally by the judge Sat- 


urday as he took his place in court. 


"There are not enough hours in the day for all of my ac- 


tivities," the judge said. "Therefore, I have forwarded my 
resignation as federal judge, to Washington, effective March 
1." The judge then called the first case on his'docket and re- 
fused to discuss the matter until court recess. 


Judge Landis will have 
virtually 


completed seventeen years as Judge 
for the northern district of Illinois 
when his resignation becomes 
ef- 


fective. 


Rumors or the 
resignation 
have 


been current for months and 
inti- 


mate friends have known for some 
time that action was imminent. 


HELD ON TCTDER FIRE. 


It has been jrenerally understood 


that Judge Landis would have re- 
signed some time ago but for the 
attacks made on him 
by 
Senator 


Dial of South 
Carolina 
and 
the 


notcriety brought through his Dand- 
ling the case ,of Willie Dal ton, 
a 


seventeen year old bank robber. On 
the verge of resigning when these 
things came up, the judge changed 
hla plans. 


Senator Dial had 
attacked 
the 


judge because of the latter's state- 
ment that bank officials sometimes 
were partly responsible for robber- 
ies by boys because they did not pay 
adequate salaries. 


DID NOT INFLUENCE DALTON. 
Shortly 'before Dalton robbed 
a 


local bank. Judge Landis had made 
his remarks 'about th« salaries 
of 


hank clerks, In the case of a young 
Ottawa, 111., 1 ank employe. Various 
newspapers quoted Dalton as saying 
that he had committed his rob- 
bery because he felt, through Judge 
Landis1 remarks, that nothing would 
be done to him. Dalton never said 
this and later in a signed statement 
says that he had never before heard 
of Judge'Landls' remarks. The story 
had spread, however and the 
judge 


was severely condemned for having 
made statements 
which w.ere de- 


clared to have influenced' Dalton.

for Lack of Spraying 


Must Be Sprayed Not Only For Fruit, But In Order, 


to Live, Says Orchardist. 


Declaring it "unfortunately Is true 


that most 
farmers take the atti- 


tude that there is not time enough to 
spray," Prof. W, S. Brock of the de- 
partment of horticulture of the "Uni- 
versity 
of Illinois, isaid in a state- 


ment that "as a result the farm or- 
chard Is rapidly disappearing off the 
face of the earth." 


"Fruit trees must be sprayed not 


only to produce fruit but in order to 
live," the statement said. 


"Extension workers from the uni- 


versity agricultural college have de- 
cided that co-operation in spraying is 
the best solution of the farm orchard 
problem, because it permits the use 
of a gasoline driven outfit without 
which fo many lose enthusiasm long 
before the season is over. A power

orchard, water supply and weather 
conditions. 
This sum included labor,

ALFALFA AS CASH CROP. 


Alfalfa is worth special considera- 


tion as a cash crop, not only this 
year but 
also In periods of normal 


prices. The average production per 
acre of alfalfa in Illinois, according 
to the 1920 census, was 2.41 tons, corn 
36 bushels and wheat 17.3 bushels. 
Translating these yields Into cash on 
the basis of present prices, we get 
the folio-win? acre values:

PROFIT EASILY SHOWN. 


The profit In alfalfa over corn'and 


wheat Is perfectly evident when it 1s 
remembered that an acre of alfalfa 
requires less labor to grow and har- 
vest than does an acre of corn, and 
only a little more than an acre of 
wheat. Granting that present prices 
are somewhat out of Joint with each 
other, it must be remembered that 
corn 
will have 
to go to 11.20 P-sr 


bushel and wheat to 52.54 before they 
can break 
even 
with alfalfa as a 


cash crop at Its present price of $18 
per ton. 
Farmers who grow 60 to 76 bushels 


of corn and 35 to 40 bushels of wheat 
can STOW four, to five tons of alfalfa 
Just as easily. Their returns are In 
about the same proportion as those 
abov*. 


SOME EXAMPLKS. 


During the past year when grain 


prices have been so low that there 
has been no profit In era^n. farmers 
who sold alfalfa report a nice profit 
made 
Howard Swanzey of Stephen- 


son county, 111., cut more than four 
tons per acre from 20 acres, and sold 
the most of It He netted more than 
$20 per ton. 
Phil OHllham of Bu- 


reau county, 111., likewise pocketed 
over J20 per ton for a. four-ton crop 
of alfalfa, and anyone with a lead 
pencil can figure how much ahead he 
is of the returns had he sold a 60- 
bushel corn crop at 38 or 40 cents. 
"Selling alfalfa was just as good a 
proposition even when 
grain was 


hiEh," says Phil. "I£ anyone can beat 
alfalfa 
as a field crop, I'd like to 


know about it." 


GrETTTNO ALFALFA STARTED. 
The chief thing wrong with alfalfa 


is that it is rather hard to get start- 
ed on a farm where It has not been 
grown before. Some farmers have no 
trouble in securing an alfalfa stand, 
but others fail several times before 
they succeea. The best rule for the 
beginner is to go to the most sus- 
cessful alfalfa 
grower In his com- 


munity and study his methods In de- 
tail. If he has succeeded only once 
with alfalfa, his success may be ac- 
cidental: but If he his secured a 
stand more than once, his plan will 
very likely succeed on other farms 
near by.

came of the action of the Clinton 
Gas and Electric company in filing a 
petition to the Illinois Commerce. 
Commission 
asking 
permission 
to 


discontinue steam heat service in. 
the city. 


$20,000 REPAIRS NEEDED. 


In presenting the matter to the 


city council Friday, Attorney L. W. 
Ingham, representing the local plant, 
explained that it was impossible to 
continue the service at the present 
rate, based on the valuation of the 
p^ant. 


"The present plant of the Clinton 


Gas and Electric company," said Mr. 
Ingham, "is wholly inadequate and 
in too poor a condition to supply 
the right kind ot heat. Repairs must 
be made at once to insure a de- 
pendable plant and the estimate on 
these repairs is $20,000. 


"The 
Clinton 
Gas and 
Electric 


company cannot make them at the 
present rates far steam heat, as the 
income now received is not large 
enough to care for the expense of 
the present plant." 


NOT WORRIED. 


The discontinuance of steam heat 


for the city of Clinton would be a 
blow to tho business ana profes- 
sional men of the city who have 
stores and offices down town and 
the insurance rates would be mater- 
ially increased. 
However, 
such a 


contingency Is remote and the situa- 
tion is not believed to, be alarming, 
according to members of the city 
council, who were interviewed. 
To 


arbitrarily turn off the heat would 
not be permitted 
by the Illinois 


Commerce commission and prio." to 
such action lengthy litigation would 
occur. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


As seen through the eyes of tho 


commissioners, the action taken by 
the electric company will eventually 
result 
In municipal ownership 
ot 


public utilities—light, heat and gai 
—and should the question of city 
ownership come up within the next 
few months, as there is every 
rea- 


son to believe It vjill, the 
mov 


made by the McKlnley system will 
be one of the strongest, argument, 
in favor of municipal ownership. 


It will be recalled that the mu- 


nicipal 
ownership 
of the electric 


light plant was brought up several 
years ago, at which time a multi- 
tude of promises was made by !*• 
local company and the resiaents 4»- 
cided In favor ot private ownership. 
Later the local ccmpany was absorb- 
ed by the McKinley system, which 
raised rates of electricity, installed 
meters in connection with the steam 
heat, and then petitioned the Illi- 
nois Commerce commission to raise 
the heat rates which, however, was 
denied by that body. The company 
then prepared for a petition for dis- 
continuancei of that service.
